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Continuation of 2. Although applicant provided a copy of the claims, it seems that nothing has changed from applicant's previous response 
of 3/1/2004. Applicant's arguments filed 8/5/04 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argued the following: 

The modified Nowlan's icon is determined by the user's action, and not by any intrinsic characteristic of the object. 
The examiner disagrees for the following reason: 

The modified Nowlan teaches the feature of variable size icons being based upon characteristics of objects represented by the icons 
(Kinoe: col, 3. lines 44 - 50), which is consistent with the claim language. If by "varying the size of a plurality of icon images displayed in a 
display device based upon an object characteristic", applicant meant automatically varying the size of a plurality of icon images displayed 
In a display device based upon an object characteristic, applicant is invited to amend the claim to reflect this meaning. 
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
